Washington Bicentennial 
| Postage Stamps 


NNOUNCEMENT was 
made at the Postoffice 
Department Septem- 
f|) ber 28, that a series 
) of special postage 
stamps in twelve de- 
nominations, from '%- 
cent to 10-cent, inclusive, is being 
prepared to commemorate the Bi- 
centennial anniversary of the birth 
of George Washington for sale to 
the public beginning on January 2, 
1932, and to be kept on sale 
throughout that year. Each stamp 
will have as the central design a 
separate likeness of Washington 
modeled from the works of noted 
artists. 

There will also be issued a spe- 
cial series of Bicentennial stamped 
envelopes. These stamped enve- 
lopes will be issued in three sizes, 
Nos. 5, 8 and 13. The number 
5 size will be issued in denomina- 
tions of 1-cent; 1%4-cent; 2-cent 
and 5-cent. The number 8 size 
will be issued in denominations of 
l-cent; 144-cent; 2 cent; 4-cent and 
5-cent, while the number 13 size 
will be issued in denominations of 
1-cent; 14%-cent and 2-cent. 





The new Bicentennial stamps are 
described as follows: 


One-half Cent—The stamp _ is 
dark brown in color and has a flat 
paneled border with darker inter- 
ior over which is laid a circular 
panel in which appears the like- 
ness of Washington taken from a 
miniature painted by Charles Wil- 
son Peale, the original of which is 
in the Metropolitan Museum of 
Art. The central design is bor- 
dered by white inner and outer lines 
forming a narrow circular panel, 
within which, across the top, is 
the legend “United States Post- 
age” in white faced Roman, the 
remainder being filled in with 
laurel leaves. The circular panel 














is overlaid and supported at the 
base by a curved white ribbon 
containing the dates “1732” at the 
left and “1932” at the right, with 
the word ‘Washington’  under- 
neath across the center of the rib- 
bon. In each lower corner within 
a white edged circular panel is the 
fractional numeral “4” in white 
Roman on a dark background. The 
circles are connected by a _ hori- 
zontal panel containing the word 
“Cent” in white Roman letters. 


One Cent—The stamp is printed 
in green. Across the top is a flat 
panel containing, in two horizontal 
lines, the words “United States 
Postage” in white faced Roman. 
The panel is supported at either 
end by vertical flat fluted columns, 
the bases of which extend to the 
bottom of the stamp and hold in 
each lower corner a white edged 
oval panel inclosing the numeral 
“1” in white Roman on a dark 
background. In the center of the 
stamp slighty overlapping the side 
columns is a large oval with dark 
background and white line border 
containing the reproduction of the 
profile bust of Washington by Jean 
Antoine Houdon made in 1785 and 
now in Mount Vernon. Across the 
base of the oval is a white ribbon 
panel containing in dark Gothic 
lettering the name “Washington” 
in the center and the dates “1732” 
at the left and “1932” at the right. 
In a horizontal line across the base 
of the stamp is the word “Cent” 


in white Roman on a dark back- 
ground. 
One and_ one-half © Cent—The 


stamp is light brown in color with 
a narrow white border within 
which in the upper part is a flat 
tinted panel inclosing a background 
of darker shade. Extending to the 
top of the stamp is a semicircular 
panel with white edges and dark 


ground, resting at either end on 
fluted side columns which rise 
slightly above midway of the 
stamp. Within this panel appear 
the words “United States Post- 
age’ in white faced Roman. At 
the base of the column in each 
lower corner is a small rectangu- 
lar panel with beveled upper cor- 
ners containing the figure “1%” 
in white faced Roman on a solid 
ground. The small panels are 
connected by a_ horizontal panel 
with dark ground, containing the 
word “Cents” in white Roman. In 
the space under the arch in the 
central part of the stamp is a 
likeness of Washington modeled 
from a painting known as_ the 
“Virginia Colonel” made at Mount 
Vernon in 1772 by Charles Wilson 
Peale, the original of which is now 
in Washington and Lee University. 
At the base of the portrait is a 
white ribbon panel containing the 
word “Washington” in the center 
and the dates “1732” at the left 
and “1932” at the right in the 
curved ends which extend slightly 
upward and overlap the lower ends 
of the side columns. 


Two Cent—The stamp is printed 
in red and is inclosed in a narrow 
white line border with small orna- 
ments resembling fleur-de-lis in 
each upper corner. Beginning 
slightly above the center on either 
side and reaching the top is a semi- 
circular panel with the words 
“United States Postage” in white 
Roman on a solid background. The 
ends of the panel are supported 
by acanthus scrolls rising from up- 
right ovals in each lower corner. 
Within these ovals with white 
edges is the Roman numeral “2” 
in white on a solid background. 
At the base of the stamp between 
the ovals is a white bordered pan- 
el with the word “Cents” in white 
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Roman letters on a solid back- 
ground. In the center of the stamp 
with a dark background is the 
likeness of Washington by Gilbert 
Stuart from a painting made at 
Germantown, Pennsylvania, in 
1796, known as the Atheneum por- 
trait, the original of which is now 
in the Boston Museum of Fine 
Arts. Ona white ribbon below the 
portrait is the name “Washington” 
in dark Roman lettering. On the 
raised ends of the ribbon are the 
dates “1732” at the left and “1932” 
at the right. 


Three Cent—The stamp is print- 
ed in purple ink and is inclosed in 
a white line border. In a curved 
panel having white edges and solid 
background across the top. of the 
stamp are the words “United 
States Postage” in white Roman 
letters. The panel is supported at 
each end by small acanthus scrolls. 
In each upper corner of the stamp 
is a small sunken triangle. In each 
lower corner is a circle with white 
edges inclosing the white Roman 
numeral “3” on a dark background. 
Across sen bottom of the stamp 
connecting the circles is a narrow 
panel containing the word “Cents” 
in white Roman on a solid back- 
ground. Above the panel is a rib- 
bon with the name “Washington” 
in small dark Roman lettering. On 
the ends of the ribbon, which are 
curved upward to rest over the 
circles are the dates “1732” at the 
left and “1932” at the right. In 
the central part of the stamp is 
the likeness of Washington in the 
uniform of a general with cocked 
hat reproduced from a portrait by 
Charles Wilson Peale painted at 
Valley Forge in 1777. The origi- 
nal portrait is now in the State 
Normal School at West Chester, 
Pennsylvania. 


Four Cent—The stamp is print- 
ed in warm brown and has a nar-

top of the stamp in a narrow 
double curved, white edged panel 
are the words “United States 


Postage” in two lines in white 
Roman letters on solid background. 
The panel is widened at the center 
to accommodate the last word, and 
the ends of the widened portion are 
supported by acanthus _ scrolls 
which rise from either side of the 
large oval occupying the central 
part of the stamp. Within the 
large oval is the likeness of Wash- 
ington taken from a painting by 
Charles Wilson Peale in 1777, now 
in the possession of Mr. William 
Patten, Rhinebeck, New York. Be- 
low the portrait in a curved white 
ribbon in dark Gothic lettering is 
the name “Washington” in the 
center and the dates “1732” at the 
left and “1932” at the right. In 
each lower corner is a circular 
panel with dark ground and white 
edge with the numeral “4” in white 
Roman. Between the circles in a 
narrow white bordered panel 
curved to conform with the ribbon 


above is the word “Cents” in white 
Roman letters. 
Five Cent—The stamp, printed 


in blue, is bordered by a beveled 
edge panel indented at the sides 
and ends. Across the top in a 
double curve in white Roman let- 
ters are the words “United States 
Postage” in two lines. On each 
side of the word “Postage” is a 
small acanthus scroll. In the cen- 
ter of the stamp is a large dark 
shield with white line border con- 
taining the likeness of Washing- 
ton from a painting by Charles 
Wilson Peale made in 1795, and 
now in possession of the New "York 
Historical Society. On a curved 
ribbon below the portrait are the 
dates “1732” at the left and “1932” 
at the right, and the name “Wash- 
ington” in the center in dark Goth- 
ic lettering. In each lower corner 
is a rectangular —e panel con- 
taining the numeral “5” in white 
Roman with dark Rachetendl 


Six Cent—The stamp is printed 
in orange color. The stamp is in- 
closed by a rectangular panel with 
white edge forming a frame for 
the central design representing 
Washington in the uniform of a 
general reproduced from a painting 
by John Trumbull in 1792, now in 
Yale University. Over the head is a 
narrow semicircular panel with 
white line border and solid back- 
ground extending, at the center, 
to the top of the stamp. Within 
this panel are the words “United 
States Postage” in white Roman 
letters on a solid background. The 
panel is supported on either side 
by small acanthus scrolls. In each 
upper corner is a triangular sunk- 
en panel with white edge and dark- 
er interior. In each lower corner 
is an upright oval with white edge 
containing the numeral “6” in

Along the upper edge 
of the stamp in a horizontal line 
are the words “United States 
Postage” in white Roman. In each 
lower corner is a circle with white 
edge and black ground inclosing 
the numeral “7” in white Roman. 
The circles are connected by a 
white edged panel containing the 
word “Cents” in white Roman on 
a dark background. In the center 
of the stamp is a large oval with 
light background and white border 
which contains a likeness of Wash- 
ington in a colonial uniform show- 
ing the head and bust reproduced 
from a full length portrait paint- 
ed by John Trumbull in 1780, the 
original of which is now in the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art. Be- 
low the portrait is a double curved 
white ribbon bearing in the cen- 
ter in black Roman lettering the 
name ‘“Washington.” On the 
raised ends of the ribbon are the 
dates “1732” at the left and “1932” 
at the right. : 


Eight Cent—The stamp is of 
olive green color and is inclosed 
in a white line border.

Saint Memin at Philadelphia in 
1798. Inclosing the central oval 
is a narrow panel with white edges 
and dark ground containing the in- 
scription “United States Postage” 
in white Roman letters. On either 
side of the central oval near the 
top is shown the upper corner of 
shield-like inner panel. In each 
lower corner in an upright rec- 
tangular panel with white edges 
and doubel curved top is the nu- 
meral “8” on a dark background.

Nine Cent—The stamp is print- 
ed in pink with a white line bor- 
der. At the center in a large panel 
rectangular in shape below, oval 
and slightly widened in the upper 
portion, is the likeness of Wash- 
ington modeled from a pastel por- 
trait in the possession of the Ma- 
sonic Lodge of Alexandria, Vir- 
ginia, for whom it was drawn from 
life by W. Williams in 1794. Above 
the central panel in a_ double 
curved white ribbon with scrolled 
ends are the words “United States 
Postage” in dark Roman. In each 
lower corner of the stamp is the 
numeral “9” in white Roman. In 
a horizontal line at the base be- 
tween the numerals is the word 
“Cents” in white Roman. On a 
white ribbon at the base of the 
portrait within the central panel 
is the name “Washington” in dark 
Roman. In the curved ends of the 
ribbon above the numerals are the 
dates “1732” at the left and “1932” 
at the right. Rising from each rib- 
bon end is a small laurel branch. 


Ten Cent—The stamp is orange 
in color. The sides and top are 
slightly indented along the center 
and are bordered by a narrow 
panel having dark center and white 
edges. In the upper part, over- 
lapping the border at the top and 
sides, is a narrow white edged 
panel with double curve and small 
acanthus scrolls at either end con- 
taining in two lines the words 
“United States Postage” in white 
Roman letters on a dark back- 
ground. The panel is widened at 
the center to provide space for 
“Postage”. In the center of the 
stamp is a large oval with white 
edge and dark ground inclosing the 
portrait of Washington taken from 
a painting by Gilbert Stuart in 
1795, known as the “Vaughan” 
portrait and owned by S. P. Avery. 
Within the oval under the portrait 
is a narrow curved panel with 
white edge and dark ground con- 
taning in Gothic lettering the name 
“Washington” in the center and 
the dates on either side, “1732” at 
the left and “1932” at the right. 
In each lower corner is a white 
edged panel, slightly shield-shaped 
on the bottom line, in which ap- 
pears the numeral “10” in white 
Roman on a dark background. At 
the base of the stamp in a hori- 
zontal line is the word “Cents” in 
white Roman letters on a dark 
background. 


It is evident that the new series 
is to be issued in coil form also 
for the Postal Bulletin carries the 
following statement: 

“In the beginning, the bicenten- 
nial stamps will be issued in sheets 
only and postmasters are directed 
not to submit requisitions for these 
stamps in coil form until notified 
by the department that such stock 
is available.”

It would seem evi- 
dent that it is the intention that 
this series: will entirely supplant 
the current series for the year 
1932 and if such is the intention 
it is most probable that the stamps 
will be precanceled by the bureau. 

The embossed stamp on the dif- 
ferent Bicentennial envelopes will 
be identical except as to denomi- 
nation numerals and colors. The 
stamp on the 1-cent envelope will 
be printed in green; the 1'%-cent 
in brown; the 2-cent in red; the 
4-cent in black; and the 5-cent in 
blue ink. The stamp is a horizon- 
tal rectangle with rounded corners 
approximately +§ by 1s: inches in 
dimensions.

other eye straining tomfoolery the 
matter with it. 

If a dozen members of any of 
the stamp clubs would get the Gen- 
eral collecting habit, bring their 
duplicates and do lots of swapping, 
each of those dozen collectors 
would soon build up a large gen- 
eral collection, there would be a 
means of disposal of duplicates and 
everyone would have a very pleas- 
ant evening. 

As it is now, Bill collects only 
British West Indies, Charlie col- 
lects French Colonies, Bert collects 
Scandinavian countries, Fred col- 
lects precancels, Jim Buro prints 
only, each of the others has his 
own pet line and nobody has any- 
thing to trade or sell to the other 
fellow and the meetings get cold 
because no one is interested in any- 
thing that the other fellow has. 

If you want action, boost gen- 
eral collecting, get several others 
started and swap. You will soon 
build up a whale of a collection 
and have a heap of pleasure and 
fun in doing it.

Indianapolis, Ind., municipal air- 
port dedication took place Septem- 
ber 25-27 and a fine cachet pictur- 
ing a plane over the airport, in 
green, was applied.

Discontinued 


The extension of A. M. No. 1 
from Boston to Bangor, Maine, was 
discontinued on September 30th, 
evidently because of the smal! 
quantity of mail carried, and it 
will not be surprising if F. A. M. 
No. 12 from Bangor to Halifax and 
St. Johns meets the same fate. 

A. M. No. 8 Crash 

Several Washington state collec- 
tors report having received fifth 
anniversary covers which were in 
the plane that crashed on the bay 
at Oakland, on September 16th, 
without stamps and writing barely 
legible, and bearing stamp “Delay 
due to an air mail interruption at 
Oakland, Calif., September 16, 
1931.” The use of the word inter- 
ruption is of course good psy- 
chology, as the words wreck, 
crash, etc., tend to derogate the 
service. 


Air Mail Anniversary 


The twentieth anniversary of the 
first carrying of mail by plane at 
Garden City, was commemorated 
on September 23rd. The govern- 
ment provided a cachet at Los 
Angeles, in the shape of a badge, 
containing a picture of the early 
plane and suitable wording, and 
the one provided at Mineola, L. I., 
shows both types of plane (1911- 
1931) in circles. Tucson, Arizona, 
home of F. H. Hitchcock, 1911 


Postmaster General, applied a ca- 
chet to mail there, which was very 
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creditable and says it is “The Sun- 
shine City”. It is really remark- 
able that Earle Ovington, the first 
government pilot who carried the 
mail at Garden City, should again 
20 years later carry the mail on 
this route from Los Angeles to 
Tucson. American Airways advise 
that due to great quantity of mail 
it was possible that some of these 
covers did not get autographed by 
Mr. Hitchcock and Mr. Ovington 
and that collectors having such 
may send them with return ad- 
dressed stamped envelope to Frank 
H. Hitchcock, Citizens Bldg., Tuc- 
son, Ariz., or to Earl Ovington, 
Santa Barbara, Calif., and explain 
what you want. 


Argentine Notes 

The P. A. A. extension from 
Santos to Buenos Aires was prob- 
ably inaugurated October 1st. 

August 27th an airway was 
opened between Salta-Jujuy-San 
Pedro-Ledesma and Tabacal. 

The Cia. Generale Aeropostale 
(Latecoere) has petitioned the De- 
partment for permission to carry 
on the air mail service between 
Buenos Aires and Santiago, re- 
cently abandoned by the Aeroposta 
Argentina. 

A complete sheet of 200 stamps 
of the %c commemorative, large 
type has appeared on the market 
without watermark, and blocks of 
four are changing hands at 25 Ar- 
gentine pesos. With the exception 
of the 4c and 20c all of the stamps 
of this issue are obsolete. 

To commemorate the revolution 
of last year the Argentine Postal 
issued on September 6th stamps 
bearing the following overprint 
“§ de Septembre de 1930-1931” in 
the following quantities, 200,000, 
8c San Martin, 100000, 10c, 30c, 
50c, $1, $5 San Martin, 20,000, $2 
Commemorative, 18c, 72c, 90¢, 
$1.80 and $3.60 of the Air Mail is- 
sue. —A. H. Davis.

The Appeal of The Christmas Seal 
By W. L. Kinkead, Treas. N. J. 
TB. League, No. 56 Park Ave., 
Glen Rock, N. J. 





This heading is a little mislead- 
ing until one reads a little further, 
and gets an understanding of my 
meaning. This short article tells 
of the appeal to the stamp collec- 
tor or Philatelist. 

The appeal is not one involving 
money, or rather, value, but is to 
the student of the seals, who is 
traveling into unknown fields, un- 
explored except by a very few col- 
lectors, who have not exhausted 
the field of research. 

We have three fields to follow, 
namely: Our National Seals, “Lo- 
cals”, and The Thirty odd Foreign 
Countries. 

Our National Seals are spon- 
sored by the American Red Cross 
and The National Tuberculosis 
Ass’n. These cover a period of 
twenty-five years with, from one to 
(including Canada) five printers 
each year, difference in types, per- 
forations, paper, secret marks; 
collected in singles, strips (coil), 
blocks, sheets with the proofs, 


scale prints, booklets, and oddities. 

Then we have the “Locals” that 
have been issued by others inter- 
ested in fighting Tuberculosis, but 
are not affiliated with our Ameri- 
can Red Cross or the National Tu- 
berculosis Ass’n. Some of these, in 
earlier days, were friendly with 
the National Tuberculosis Ass’n. 
and as the N. T. A. expanded and 
the seal sale grew, they ceased to 
issue seals, and worked with the 
N. T. A. Others, of which we 
know, have and still are issuing 
seals, year after year. Here is a 
fascinating practically unexplored 
field. We can not say that all are 
known, nor where new ones will 
appear. Here one gets quite a 
“kick” out of it, when what is evi- 
dently a new T. B. seal turns up 
for listing through his efforts. 
These seals have been issued by 
Sanatoriums, States, County and 
City Ass’ns or National Ass’ns, 
such as the Women’s Clubs in 
1908-1913. 

Who will tell us of the printers, 
perforations, type differences, and 
all the little details, dear to the 
collector’s heart, that are unknown 
to any of us, among these “Local” 
seals? 

Thirdly, we still have the larg- 
est field of all; the Thirty-odd For- 
eign Countries, who have issued 
seals since 1897 and 1904 to the 
present. Although many collectors 
have been gathering these seals 
and postage stamps, as many of 
them are, no one has made a com- 
prehensive list of them, such as 
has been compiled of our N. T. A. 
seals and that is now being re- 
vised. Here is a wonderfully in- 
teresting opportunity for some stu- 


dent to compile each of these thirty 
odd countries with their Govern- 
mental stamps and the official 
seals of the foreign lands in the 
North and South, Iceland to New 
Zealand. 

Many of these seals have quaint 
designs, telling their story of suf- 
fering, others are joyous with their 
“Julen” and other greetings, some 
show interesting homes, beautiful 
castles, mountain scenes, rivers, 
cities, cathedrals, portraits of men 
and women, children, birds and ani- 
mals, ete. The study of the print- 
ers, perforations, type differences, 
of the foreign seals is still an un- 
known quantity to the writer, al- 
though he has many of them. 

“Local” foreign seals also are 
to be found and collected. 

So, I have outlined briefly the 
appeal of the Christmas Seal to 
the student, to the one who wants 
a new field not so well trodden as 
many in the older and better ex- 
plored fields of Philately; here is 
an opportunity for reaching out 
and gathering these precious wee 
bits of paper that have carried 
for more than a quarter of a cen- 
tury their message of cheer and 
helpfulness to a stricken class of 
senenneanatc
